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MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


CLOSING THE BOOK ON 2012 

With the Revolution out of the playoffs, the Revs’ regular-season finale on Saturday will be 
the final match of the season ... in the six previous regular-season finales (1996,1998,1999, 
2001, 2010, 2011) that ended the team’s season, the Revs have gone 1 -4-1, winning only in 
1999 at D.C. United (2-1). 

DIEGO UP FOR “GOAL OF THE WEEK” 

Diego Fagundez’s strike from more than 20 yards out is one of five nominees for AT&T “Goal 
of the Week” honors ... fans have until midnight Thursday to cast their votes online at MLSsoc- 
cer.com or text “G1" to 22442 ... this is the first time Fagundez has been nominated for the 
weekly award. 

FAGUNDEZ IS FOCUSED AT HOME 

Diego Fagundez has become a fan favorite in Foxborough since scoring his first-career goal in 
his professional debut against Chivas USA on Aug. 6, 2011 ... Fagundez's cheers have been 
well-earned, though, as the Leominster, Mass., native has scored all four of his career goals 
at Gillette Stadium, including his 17th-minute game-winning goal on Saturday against Chicago 
... in total, Fagundez has made 19 of his 25 career appearances in front of the Revs’ home 
crowd. 

GOAL DELIVERY IN 30 MINUTES OR LESS 

Diego Fagundez’s 17th-minute goal against Chicago on Saturday was the team’s league¬ 
leading 20th goal scored in the first 30 minutes of action this season ... with Fagundez’s goal 
in that window, the Revs have now scored more than half of their goals (20-of-38 total goals) 
this season within the first half-hour of play. 

HOME IS WHERE HIS HEART IS 

Who needs a greeting card when you have 25,534 fans witnessing a birthday wish? ... 17- 
year old Diego Fagundez scored the game-winning goal in the 17th minute at Gillette Stadium 
on Saturday and lifted his jersey to reveal a “Happy B-Day Mom” message ... said Fagundez 
after the game, “It was her birthday, so I decided to make this shirt for her and today we just 
came out, we wanted a win. We started (the season) with a win at home so we wanted to end 
with a win.” 

STILL SEEKING FIRST WIN IN CANADA 

The Saturday visit to Montreal also presents the Revs a chance to do something the club has 
never done before: win on Canadian soil... since 2007, the Revs are winless (0-3-5) in eight 
trips to Canada ... the Revs are 0-2-4 in Toronto, 0-0-1 in Vancouver and 0-1-0 at Montreal 
after a 2-1 Impact victory in the Revs’ first visit on July 18 ... conversely - despite dropping 
the last two home matches to Canadian teams - the Revs are 5-2-2 when hosting Canadian 
teams at Gillette Stadium. 

HEAPS BATTLES MARSCH NORTH OF THE BORDER 

Saturday's match will be the third time Jay Heaps and Jesse Marsch meet as coaches after 
Marsch’s Impact picked up wins on July 18 (2-1) in Montreal and Aug. 12 (1-0) in Foxboroug 
... as players, Heaps and Marsch met 23 times in their MLS careers ... as a member of the 
Revolution, Heaps held the upper hand, going 8-6-4 against Marsch’s Chicago Fire (2001-05) 
and Chivas USA (2006-09) teams. 

ONE-GOAL GAME GOES REVS’ WAY 

Saturday's 1-0 win against Chicago was the Revs’ 18th one-goal match this season and the 
victory improved the Revs' record in one-goal games to 3-15-0... prior to the win, the Revs 
had lost their previous 11 one-goal games dating back to May 5 at Salt Lake ... the Revs are 
tied with Columbus and Real Salt Lake (18) for the most one-goal games in MLS this year. 

STINGY SECOND-HALF DEFENSE 

The Revs are tied for third in MLS with Chicago for fewest second-half goals allowed (18), four 
behind league-leader Kansas City (14)... on average, the Revs have conceded an average 
of just 0.55 goals per second half... on 17 occasions this year, the Revs have held their op¬ 
ponents scoreless in the second half, including Saturday against the Fire. 

LOCKING UP ON A HIGH NOTE 

The Revs rounded out their 2012 home schedule on Saturday against Chicago and sent 
their fans home with a win ... the Revs closed their Gillette Stadium slate with a five-game 
unbeaten streak (2-0-3), which began on Aug. 29 ... in the last five games, the Revs drew with 
Chivas USA (3-3, Aug. 29) and Philadelphia (0-0, Sept. 1), defeated Columbus (1-0, Sept. 5), 
drew with New York (1 -1, Sept. 22) and defeated Chicago (1-0). 

HOME IMPROVEMENT 

The Revs posted a 7-4-6 record at Gillette Stadium this season, a nine-point improvement at 
home over the team’s 4-7-6 mark in 2011 ... the Revs also scored 23 goals (1.35 goals per 
game), and added 17 assists, also an improvement over the team’s 17 goals (1.00 goals per 
game) and 11 assists in 2011. 


ONE STRETCH LEFT TO SNAP 

A win in Montreal on Saturday would also end the Revs’ season on a high note after going 
winless on the road in the last 13 games ... since earning a 3-1 win at LA on March 31, the 
Revs have gone 0-11-2 away from Foxborough ... in all but one of those 11 losses - the 2-0 
loss at Houston on Sept. 29 - the Revs lost by one goal. 

SHUTTLEWORTH SHUTS THE DOOR 

Bobby Shuttleworth recorded his second shutout of the season in the 1-0 win against Chicago 
on Saturday ... with three career shutouts in 19 appearances (all since 2010), Shuttleworth 
moved up the club goalkeeper shutout charts, claiming sole possession of eighth place ... 
after passing Jim St. Andre (2 shutouts), Shuttleworth is now one clean sheet from tying Aidan 
Heaney (4) for seventh on the list. 

BOBBY’S BACK ON TOP AMONG BACK-UPS 

Bobby Shuttleworth continues to remain one of the top back-up goalkeepers in MLS ... 
Shuttleworth made his sixth start of the season on Saturday against Chicago ... Shuttleworth’s 
0.83 goals against average leads the group of five back-up goalkeepers in MLS with six or 
more starts this year... the Revs’ 25-year old back-up has made at least four starts in each 
season since 2010, making five starts in 2010 and seven starts last season. 

ROWE KNOWS HOW TO CONTRIBUTE 

Kelyn Rowe recorded his team-leading fifth assist of the season on Saturday night, setting 
up Diego Fagundez’s 17th-minute game-winning goal against Chicago ... Rowe has factored 
in the last three Revolution goals scored dating back to his goal on Sept. 15 at D.C. United 
... Rowe then assisted Darrius Barnes' 95th-minute equalizer on Sept. 22 against New York 
before the Revs were held scoreless in consecutive games on Sept. 29 at Houston (2-0) and 
Oct. 6 at Philadelphia (1-0). 

ROWE’S A RARE ROOKIE ASSIST MAN 

With his team-leading fifth assist of the season on Oct. 20 against Chicago, Kelyn Rowe 
became the first Revolution rookie since Pat Noonan in 2003 to record five or more assists in 
a season ... should Rowe - currently one assist ahead of second-place Chris Tierney - finish 
the season as the club’s assist leader, he would be the first rookie since Noonan in 2003 to do 
so ... that year, Noonan shared a four-way tie for the team lead after recording seven assists. 

KELYN FOURTH AMONG ELITE ROOKIES 

With one game remaining, Kelyn Rowe sits in fourth place among rookie scoring in 2012 with 
three goals and five assists ... the Revolution rookie's 11 points sit behind league-leader Nick 
DeLeon of D.C. United (6 goals, 4 assists) and a tie for second place between Vancouver's 
Darren Mattocks (7 goals, 1 assist) and Toronto's Luis Silva (5 goals, 5 assists). 

ROWE’S A ROOKIE LEADER 

In addition to ranking fourth in overall rookie scoring this season, Kelyn Rowe is a leader of 
the pack when it comes to rookie assists... his five assists entering the final weekend of play 
are tied for the lead in rookie assists with Toronto’s Luis Silva, with each recording five this 
season ... both players have recorded five assists in 29 appearances, and coincidently, both 
have made 21 starts for their clubs. 

GAVIN GETS A GO IN A REVS UNIFORM 

Blair Gavin made his Revolution debut in a start at midfield on Saturday against Chicago ... it 
was Gavin's first MLS action since July 21, when he started and played 45 minutes for Chivas 
USA against LA... after being traded to New England on Aug. 1 (with a draft pick and alloca¬ 
tion money for Shalrie Joseph), Gavin missed the next seven Revs matches with hamstring 
tightness ... said Jay Heaps on Saturday following his first Revs minutes, “(Blair Gavin) was 
great. We asked a lot of him and he hasn't played in a long time. He’s coming back from injury 
and I thought he did a really good job of keeping the ball, tempo, he wasn't afraid to get it with 
a guy on his back and keep us going forward." 

FALL FANS FLOCK TO GILLETTE STADIUM 

The Revs welcomed 25,534 fans to Gillette Stadium on Saturday night for its 2012 home finale 
... Saturday’s crowd was the team’s largest of the season and the fourth-largest stand-alone 
Revs crowd in Gillette Stadium history ... it was the largest stand-alone Revs game since Aug. 
8, 2009, when 26,623 fans came out to watch the Revs battle the LA Galaxy. 

ATTENDANCE RISING 

Saturday's crowd of 25,534 - coupled with the 24,364 fans that came out on Sept. 22, when 
the Revs hosted New York - helped the Revs average 24,949 fans in its last home two games 
of the season ... the two high attendance numbers in the last two games pushed the Revs’ 
average attendance from 12,542 prior to those two games to 14,001 to close the season. 

SHOTS FIRED THIS SEASON 

Through 33 games, the Revolution's 448 shots this season rank second club history ... the 
club’s record for season shot total is 468, set in the 32-game season of 1998 ... on Saturday 
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against Chicago, the team posted nine shots, surpassing the fourth-place (2003,440 shots) 
and third-place (2000, 441 shots) teams in the club's record book. 

REVS REMAIN AMONG ELITE IN SHOTS 

After recording nine shots on Saturday against Chicago, the Revs are ranked in MLS’ top four 
in both shots and shots on goal... the team's 448 total shots rank tied for fourth in the league 
with Columbus, while the Revs’ 174 shots on goal are third to San Jose (188) and LA (178) 

... the Revs have recorded 10 or more shots in seven of their last nine matches, including a 
stretch five straight games - from Sept. 5 through Oct. 6 -- following the 20-shot performance 
against Columbus on Sept. 5 ... included in that run was a club-record 28 shots at D.C. on 
Sept. 15. 

GOAL DIFFERENTIAL DIFFERENCE 

With a -6 goal differential heading into the season finale on Saturday, the Revs have already 
improved upon that statistic from 2011 ... in 2010, the Revs were -18 on the season, and then 
-20 in 2011 ... the team's last positive goal differential occurred in 2007 (+8), but the Revs 
qualified for the playoffs in 2008 (-3) and 2009 (-4) despite negative goal differentials. 

TEAM AWARDS GIVEN OUT 

Prior to Saturday’s game against Chicago, the Revolution announced the team’s 2012 team 
award winners: Matt Reis was named humanitarian of the year, Stephen McCarthy was named 
Best Defender, and Lee Nguyen took home the team’s MVP award ... for the third year in a 
row, the most valuable player was determined by a fan vote, conducted Sept. 24 through Oct. 
6, while the Best Defender was determined by media vote. 

GOALS FLOW AT HOME BUT ROAD SCORING NOT SHABBY 

Backed by their home fans, the Revs produced almost 60 percent of their scoring (22-of-38 
goals, 58 percent) at Gillette Stadium this season ... in 17 home games, the Revs averaged 
1.35 goals per game, compared to a 0.94 goals per game in 16 road matches ... the scoring 
may be more plentiful at home in 2012, but the team’s road goal-scoring average - 13th in 
MLS - is the same as the the team's home-scoring ranking of 13th in the league. 

IT’S BEEN ALL OR NOTHING FOR THE REVS IN 2012 

The Revs’ scoring this season has been feast or famine: the team has either been shut out or 
scored multiple goals in 24 of its 33 matches this year... the Revs’ have scored only one goal 
in a game nine times, including three of the last five games ... the Revs are tied for 11th in 
MLS in multiple-goal games with 12, as San Jose leads with 21 ... the club is also tied for ninth 
in MLS in three-plus goal games with four as San Jose leads the league with 11. 

GAMES FOR THE TAKING IN FINAL 15... 

The Revs have had multiple opportunities to claim additional points this season entering the 
final 15 minutes of games, and have had mixed results ... almost 30 percent (9-of-33 games, 
27 percent) of the Revs’ games this season have been tied at the 75th-minute mark... while 
the Revs have gone on to pick up points in five of those games, the team remains winless 
(0-4-5) when the games are level with 15 minutes to play ... last season, the Revs went 1-2-6 
in nine games in which the game was tied at the 75th-minute mark. 

...AND COSTLY GOALS AGAINST AFTER 75TH MINUTE... 

The Revs have allowed six costly goals after the 75th-minute this year, including the game¬ 
winning goal in the 77th minute on Sept. 29 at Houston ... in that final 15-minute window of 
play, the Revs have allowed five game-winning goals and one game-tying goal, costing the 
Revs at least seven points in the final 15 minutes of games this season. 

... BUT REVS DOMINANT WHEN OWNING LEAD AT 75TH-MINUTE MARK 

Diego Fagundez gave the Revs the lead in the 17th minute on Saturday as the Revs held on 
for the 1-0 victory... when the team enters the final 15 minutes of play with the lead, the Revs 
are 8-0-1 in 2012 ... last season, the Revs had fourfewerwins when in a similar situation and 
went just 4-0-6 when leading at the same window of play. 

MINUTE MEN WITH 90 LEFT TO PLAY 

29 Revs players have seen playing time through 33 games this season ... with one game 
remaining, Kevin Alston leads all Revolution players in minutes with 2,533 - 12 minutes 
ahead of A.J. Soares in second place ... Alston shares the lead for appearances (30) with 
Lee Nguyen, who underwent shoulder surgery on Sept. 24 ... Alston led the Revs in minutes 
in 2011 with 2,954, which seta club record in the 34-game season ... this year’s club minute 
leaders are below:

BACKLINE KEEPS SEEING NEW FACES 

So far this season, a total of eight players have started on the backline and 11 players have 
spent time in the back in total during regular-season action: Kevin Alston* (RB, LB), Darrius 
Barnes* (CB, LB, RB), Ryan Guy* (RB, CB), Shalrie Joseph* (CB), Flo Lechner* (RB), John 
Lozano* (CB), Stephen McCarthy* (CB), Tyler Polak (LB), Alec Purdie (RB), A.J. Soares* 

(CB, LB) and Chris Tierney* (LB)... five different players have seen time at left back, six 
different players have played at center back, while five players have played right back as the 
team has run out a four-man backline in each of the team’s 33 games, f indicates starters) 

TIERNEY NEEDS A CORNER KICK 

Chris Tierney returned to action in a substitute appearance on Saturday against Chicago, 
marking his first appearance since Sept. 5 ... should he appear in Montreal, the 26-year old 
could move up the club’s corner-kick chart again ... with 157 career corner kicks, Tierney's 
next corner kick will move him into tie with Imad Baba (158) for fourth place on the club's all- 
time list... Tierney entered the season seventh on the list with 101 corner kicks and passed 
Alberto Naveda (108) and Andy Dorman (119) earlier this season ... should he pass Baba, 
Tierney’s next task in sight would be passing Joe-Max Moore (209) for third place. 

LAST CALL FOR GOAL SCORERS 

Saer Sene (11 goals) and Lee Nguyen (5) accounted for more than 40 percent (16-of-37 
goals, 43 percent) of Revolution's scoring this year... with both of the players ruled out for the 
rest of the year following surgeries - ACL surgery for Sene and shoulder surgery for Nguyen - 
other Revs will be called upon to account for the absence of the two newcomers in the scoring 
column ... Kelyn Rowe is third on the team with three goals ... after Rowe, there is a five-way 
tie for fourth as Jerry Bengtson, Blake Brettschneider, Fernando Cardenas, Diego Fagundez 
and Chris Tierney each have two goals apiece this year. 

OTHER REIS RECORD IN REACH 

In his next appearance, Matt Reis will move up the MLS career goalkeeping charts, passing 
Zach Thornton in another goalkeeping category ... with 276 career starts, Reis is one game 
shy of passing Thornton (276) for sole possesion of fourth place on the career starts list. 

ANOTHER 100-SAVE SEASON IN REACH FOR REIS 

Matt Reis enters the season's final game with 92 saves in 2012 - eight shy of his seventh 100- 
save season in his career... should Reis reach the century mark in saves this year, he would 
be one of three goalkeepers to record 100 or more saves in seven seasons, joining Kevin 
Hartman and Joe Cannon (7)... Reis recorded his first 100-save season in 2005, and then 
followed up again with 100-save seasons in 2006, 2007, 2008, 2009 and 2011. 

SENE’S WHIRLWIND FIRST SEASON 

Saer Sene underwent a successful surgery on Monday, Sept. 17, to repair a torn anterior 
cruciate ligament in his left knee and is expected to return to full action in 6-8 months ... with 
11 goals this season before his injury - including two in the game in which he sustained the 
injury on Aug. 29 against Chivas USA - Sene is currently the team’s leading scorer and is the 
first player since Taylor Twellman in 2007 to record more than 10 goals in a season ... the 
season-high goal scorers since 2007 season are below:
